fering with rheumatism and who re- 
appeared in court yesterday. 
The casi 


for the state closed in a tame fashion 
and without any of the pyrotechnics 
Which have distinguished this trial. 


Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 6.—In an agree- 


ment drawn up this morning at the con- 
ference at Louisville of representatives 
of the Republican and Democratic ad- 
ministration, the Democrats gained 
nearly every point they contended for. 
The Republican representatives gave 
assurances that the agreement would be 
accepted by Governor Taylor. 


The agreement provides that in order 


to leave no question as to the title of 
GoelK)! and Beckham as governor and 
lieutenant governor, respectively, the 
gen-eral assembly shall pass a resolution 
validating the acts on that subject since 
the legislature has been prevented from 
holding its regular sessions at Frank- i 
fort. 
! 


Beckham's title to the office of gov- ' 


ernor is then not to be questioned. The 
Democrats will grant immunity to Gob- 
ernor Taylor and His associates fiom 
prosecution for what has been done since • 
the shooting of Goebel. 
' 


The Republican legislature is to be 


withdrawn 
from 
London. 
General 


Lindsay is to decide how many troops 
should be left in Frankfort to prevent a 
clash as a result of the Goebel funeral, 
the Republicans to begin at once the 
withdrawal of trt/ops from Frankfort. 


The boarS of election commissioners, 


sitting as a contest board, is to be al- 
lowed to meet at Frankfort, the Demo- 
crats agreeing that nothing 
be done j 


without due hearing of evidence and 
argument. To two leading Republicans 
and to two leading Democrats is to be 
left the suggesting of changes in the 
Goebel law. 
! 


Chaoic is the only word that will de- 


scribe the political situation yesterday 
in Frankfort. 
This condition arose not 


so much from anything done by either 
side, as from the countless stories and 
rumors spread broadcast during the 
day. 


Early in the morning it was asserted 


by the Democrats, ar-d confirmed by a 
few Republicans, that the legislative 
session in London was about to be 
called off. 
The Democrats claipied 


to have the highest possible assurances 
that Governor Taylor would take such 
a'ction, and that the next session of the 
legislature would be held in Frank- 
fort in the capitol building today. 


Governor Taylor, later In the morn- 


ing, however, declared that no order 
had been issued revoking the meeting 
at London, and that it would proceed 
as originally intended by him. 
He 


denied that there had been any inten- 
tion on the part of the Republican party 
to abandon the London session. 


This was a bombshell to many Demo- 


cratic members of the legislature, who, j 
acting on the advice of their attorneys, 
had left the city Saturday night and 
Sunday morning in order to be away 
from the capital in case Governor Tay- 
lor decided to convey them to London 
for the purpose of helping; out a. quorum. 
Yesterday morning a large number of 
them weie told to return,'as an agree- 
ment had been reached which would 
allow the legislature to occupy the 
chambers in the capitol building. 


They came in from all directions, and 


by noon 30 of them had arrived. 
They 


were confronted on their arrival here 
by the statement 'of Governor Taylor. 
They immediately -began preparations 
to leave the city, and at nightfall Demo- 
cratic members were as scarce as they 
were in the morning befors the first 
train arrived. Late in the evening word 
came that an adjustment favorable to 
the Democrats might be made at the 
Louisville conference, which was ex- 
pected, however, to last through the 
greater portion c' the night. 
By that 


time the Democratic membeis were be- 
yond the reach of reassuring telegrams. 


Yesterday in Frankfort was court 


day, which comes on'the first Monday 
of "very month, and brings to the city 
from 2000 to 5000 outsiders.

ber yesterday was smaller than usual,

placed in the capitol grounds, pointing 
directly down Saint Claire street. Am- 
munition was placed beside it, and be- 
side the Catling gu,ns, which were on 
both sides of it, commanding the ap- 
proaches to the capitol building from 
the southwest and southeast.

"General Brabant, while addressing one 
of the regiments of the colonial di- 
vision,' on parade yesterday, said they 
were leaving the next morning for the 
front, not to return, he hoped, until the 
task entrusted to htm by Lord Roberts 
had been successfully accomplished.

•was that the committee would have to 
reassenVble during the following session 
of parliament, and the author of the 
raid had sufficient Influence inside and 
putslde the hou'H to prevent the reap- 
pointment of the committee. He also 
urged that the slanders regarding the 
connivance of t£« government in the 
raid should be rebutted. He contended 
that though the war was an unhappy 
business it must be fought out to the 
b.ltter end. 


Mr. Chamberlain followed. He dwelt 


•on the broad issues and did not deal s>o 
much with details. He paid a globing 
tribute to the colonies and the promise 
Bf the future federation of the empire. 


Mr. Chamberlain admitted that a criti- 


cal state of the war had been reached, 
and that the situation was undoubtedly 
eerious, though he did not believe the 
country was in danger. He refused to 
discuss the South African committee 
and briefly summarized the negotiations 
with the Transvaal, pointing out that 
the Issues between the Boers and Britibh 
were real and great and inherent in the 
differences between tins Boer and British 
civilizations. If the preparations, fo 
war were insufficient, it was wholly dur- 
to the fact that the government was 
determined to do everything to secure 
peace and to do nothing to endanger it. 


Mr. Chamberlain further declared 


that the war was just, necessary and 
liirhtc-ous.

Tract: Is Laid on a. Bluff Tbat I* Slid- 


ing Into the Missouri. 


A mile south of Atcbison. Kan., the 


entire side of a bluff is sliding into tbe 
Missouri river. 
The avalanche is a 


quarter of a mile long, and at its base 
is the most expensive piece of railroad 
track on the Missouri Pacific system. 
Tbere is probably not. another quarter 
of a mile of track in the United States 
which costs more to maintain. 
The 


odd thing about this monster landslide 
Is that it has been slipping down for 20 
years and unless it takes an unexpe,ct- 
ed plunge will probably be slipping for 
the next 20 years and possibly 50 or 
100, says the Chicago Record. The av- 
alanche is moving more or less at all 
times, but not enough to require watch- 
Ing by the Missouri Pacific except 
about two months in the spring. 


During the winter the moisture is 


held in the ground, and when the frost 
thaws and the spring rains come the 
great mass of earth begins slipping. 
Sometimes it comes down a foot in 24 
hours, and once in awhile it slides six 
feet. The Missouri Pacific then puts 
a force of from 20 to 50 men at work 
pulling the track back to its proper 
place and keeping It level. - A man is 
employed to watch'the track at night 
and see that it does not get so far out 
of line as to topple a train over into the 
river. 
Orders are issued to engineers 


to go slow over tbe bad track, for the 
jar of a train might cause an unprece- 
dented move. 


The bluff is one of the highest of the 


Y-gry high bluffs along the Kansas side 
ot the Missouri river from Kansas 
City to the Nebraska line. Lying un- 
der about 15 feet of earth there are 
one or more strata of rock aggregat- 
ing from 20 to 40 feet in thickness. 
There seems to have been a perpen- 
dicular split down through this rock 
dividing the bltiff almost naif in two 
and extending a quarter 'of a mile 
north and south. ' The 'side which lay 
on the river, or east side, slid because 
there was nothing to hold it, while the 
opposite, or west side, was up against 
another bluff. 
Thus the east side be- 


gan gradually to sink into the river 
and has laid bare a wall 30 or more 
feet high in places. Here and there 
enormous bowlders, which hung for 
a long time undecided with which side 
to identify themselves, finally lost their 
balance and crashed down, dashing 
themselves to pieces below. 
It costs 


the Missouri Pacific several thousand 
dollars and causes a great deal of anx- 
iety every spring, but there is no way 
Of avoiding It.

Strong Speeches in the House 


in Opposition to the 


Policy 


Washington, Feb. 6.—Yesterday was 


suspension day in the house, and Rep- 
resentative Bartholdt of Missouri asked 
for an appropriation of $40,000 to inves- 
tigate pollution of rivers which threat- 
ens the water supply in several states, 
evidently aimed at the Chicago drainage 
canal.

The Democrats continued their as- 


sault upon the Philippine policy of the 
administration during the general de- 
bate upon the diplomatic and consular 
appropriation biil. 


Speeches were made by Democratic 


members of the foreign affairs com- 
mittee—Mr. Dmsmore of Arkansas and 
Champ Clark of Missouri—opposing the 
retention of the islands. 
The speech of 


Mr. Clark, which lasted almost two 
hours, was a notable effort, replete with 
unique epigrams, and attracted much 
attention. 
No Republican spoke In 


defense of the administration's policy. 


Commenting upon General Otis' rea- 


sons for changing the language of the 
president's proclamation 
to the Fili- 


pinos, Mr. Dinsmoij 'jiid: 
"The bit- 


ing, blistering sarcasm of General Otis 
constitutes insubordination at the very 
least." 


Mr. Dinsmore said he was not given 


to adulation, but he respected Ag- 
uinaldo as one who had the courage 
to fight for his liberty and independence 
of his own people. 
In conclusion, Mr, 


Dinsmore said, speaking of the alleged 
purpose of the administration to hold 
the Philippine^: 


"I believe as fully as I believe any- 


thing, that the moment the obligation 
is imposed upon us, as it will be unless 
the people at the polls prevent it, that 
minute will mark the beginning of the 
decadence and fall of the American re- 
public." 


Mr. Clark, in his characteristic way, 


laid down the following propositions: 


"A man does not have to be an idiot 


In order to b# a patriot. 


•'A man is not a traitor because he is 


opposed to doing those things which 
jeopardize the life of the republic. 


"An American Is not a pessimist be- 


cause he is unwilling to see his country 
adopt as a settled policy the political 
principles of Alexander, Caesar and 
Napoleon. 


"In the hands of political jobbers, the 


American flag, like 
the 
mantle of 


charity, will be made to cover a mul- 
titude of sins. 


"Believing firmly that the annexation 


of the Philippines, either by force or 
with their owiv consent, in the end will 
prove dangerojis, "perhaps ruinous to 
our 'government of the people, by the 
people and for the people,' I am dead 
against it now, and for all time." 


Mr. Clark recalled President McKin- 


ley's speech at Boston, Feb. 16, 1899, 
10 days after the peace treaty was 
ratified, in which the president said the 
Philippine question was now \vith con- 
gress; that congress was the conscience 
and judgment of the country. 
Tat, he 


said, the executive, and not the leg- 
islative department of the government, 
was determining the question. Con- 
gress had fallen so low that it was now 
a simple register of the will of the ex- 
tcutive department. 


"If we took the Filipinos into part- 


nership, the knell of the American re- 
public waa sounded. 
As a private 


citizen," said he, "I'wish the president 
long life and prosperity. 
As a poli- 


tician, I hope his death is set for high 
noon, March 4, 1901." 
He would sac- 


rifice as much for his country as any 
man, but William McKinley was not the 
country. 


Mr. Clark raised a laugh by his ref- 


erence to the treaty made by General 
Bates upon behalf of the United States 
with the Sultan of Sulu. 
Democrats 


and Republicans, he said, had joined in 
putting B. H. Roberts out of the house 
because he had three wives. 
He asked 


the Republicans to join with them in 
keeping out of the country a sultan 
with 300 wives. 
"This distinguished 


Republican official," he said, "gets $150 
a month, and the keeper of his harem 
$75 per month. 
If this keeps on, the 


time will come when no Republican 
official will be* properly equipped with- 
out a harem and a keeper of a harem." 


Mr. Clark said he was not opposed to 


expansion. 
He was today in favor of 


taking every foot of the British pos- 
sessions in North America. 
The ut- 


terance evoked Democratic applause. 
He 
predicted that 
Great 
Britain, 


spreading herself over the globe in her 
attempt to throttle the republic, of 
South Africa, was to take the first step 
upon that dismal path that all nations 
had trod before. 
"I -believe it the be- 


ginning of the end of Great Britain," 
said he, "and I say, God grant it." 


After Mr. Clark had concluded, Mr.

A multiplex telephone, upon which 


several conversations may be carried 
on at one time, has been Invented by 
Ernest A. Faller of San Francisco. 
Mr. Faller believes that his discovery 
will revolutionize the telephone sys- 
tem all the world over, and Incidental- 
ly he expects that It •will make him a 
rich man. 


If the device will do what Its In- 


ventor claims for it, it will prove of 
great value. In brief, Mr. Faller claims 
that his invention will enable subscrib- 
ers who are on a "party line" to call 
the central station without signaling 
their neighbors' telephones. While one 
subscriber in using the line another 
may also make use of it 
No subscrlb- 


er-on a party line will be able to hear 
what any one else is saying over the 
wire unloss he has been summoned, or, 
in other words, eavesdropping on a 
party line will be impossible. In addi- 
tion, Faller claims that hla device, 
when applied to a long distance tele- 
phone, will enable persons along the 
line to use it at the same time that 
persons at the two terminals are us- 
ing it. 


Faller says it would reduce the num- 


ber of wires in use by telephone com- 
panies by more than one-half. 
Hs 


would put a dozen or more telephones 
on a single wire, would largely decrease 
the expense of using a long distance 
telephone and would better the service 
rendered by many times. To do all of 
this Faller has produced a small box 
occupying less than four inches of 
space and capable of being placed in 
any standard telephone now in use. 


The simplicity of the scheme is.ita 


chief beauty, says the San Francisco 
Chronicle. Faller says that by his in- 
strument he can so energize one re- 
ceiver that it will receive impulses 
from another which is similarly ener- 
gized and from no other, even though 
five other instruments on the same 
wire are being used for five other con- 
versations. Just as one tuning fork 
will vibrate in sympathy with another 
of the same pitch, so will his receiver 
only respond to the impulses sent from 
the transmitter. 
His device, will ac- 


complish this, he believes, afad it will 
be so 'constructed that any telephone 
can be "tuned" to any other at a mo- 
ment's notice. 


Faller does not put any limitations 


upon the usefulness of his invention. 
By actual experiment he has found 
that with it adjusted to a party line 
five separate conversations can be car- 
ried on without difficulty. But he be- 
lieves that it is capable of being ad- 
justed so that one wire will suffice for 
almost any number of conversations. 


He calls his invention a "selector," 


and he proposes to construct it at the 
nominal cost of IS cents and to attach 
It to any instrument now in use with- 
out additional expense and without 
making the telephone box appreciably 
larger than at present constructed. It 
will require no care, and as it is not 
subject to any wear it will last as long 
or longer than the instrument to which 
It is attached. 


Regarding the component parts of 


this invention Faller will say little. He 
has sent a model and drawings to 
Washington, and the patent will be is- 
sued in about a month. 


Faller is the engineer of the Oakland 


Equitable Gas company, and this is 
not the first patent he has taken out. 
A very Ingenious manhole cover and 
other valuable devices he has patented 
within the last few jv=ars. With Faller 
Is associated Oscar T. Weber, secre- 
tary of the Oakland company.

days' rest as was promised us. We 
had heard heavy fighting in front of 
us all the day, but were all too tired to 
Inquire much about It

ftnd, to my surprise, asked for volun- 
teers to bury the dead. About 20 of ns 
turned out and went. 
We bad to

I cannot describe or ever forget met 
my gaze—rows upon rows of dead. The 
•commanding officer then came up and 
spoke to us. He said he would not 
have asked the R. E.'s for help, know- 
ing how they all had worked, only all 
ihe troops were thoroughly done up, 
as they had been lying in the trenches 
all day, all the night before and nearly 
all the day before that, with nothing to 
eat but hard biscuits, as, of course, no 
provisions could be got near them. The 
flew is enough to wet any one through, 
and It must have been horrible, 


"Well, the first grave we dug was 


about 30 feet long and 3 feet deep, 
and, would you believe it, we -put 53 
Scotsmen into It, 34 of the Black Watch 
alone. It was something horrible, and 
every man of us was crying all the 
time we worked, and when, after we 
had placed them all In, the burial serv- 
ice was going on before we covered 
them over three or four 
fainted, 


while the others cried so loudly that 
you could hardly hear the minister. 
After the bagpipes had played the 
•Dead March' we covered them over 
end started on another grave, when 
some of our gallant sailors came and 
relieved us, and we all went back to 
jour train crying. 


"I could not sleep after such a sight, 


BO I wandered right back again and 
farther on to where I could see a lot 
of lights, which turned out to be our 
hospital. There I spent the remainder 
of the night helping as much as I could, 
Guch as giving them water or medicine 
and then shifting them into positions 
ready for the doctors to examine. If I 
»m not mistaken, there were 1,500 
wounded 
men there, English and

A letter from a corporal in the Sec- ! 


ond Northumberland fusileers gives 
some graphic details in regard to the 
disaster at Stormberg, says the New 
iTork Post He says: 


"On the night of the 9tb our regi- 


ment, the Royal Irish rifles, two bat- 
teries of artillery and the mounted in- 
fantry proceeded from Pieters kraal 
to Molteno, a. distance of ten miles. 
When we arrived, It was about 9 
o'clock, and then we all formed up, 
and General Gatacre informed us that 
he was going to do a night attack on 
the Boers' position at Stormberg and 
that there was to be no shouting and 
to use the bayonet only. We started 
off at 10 o'clock to march 13 miles to 
Stormberg, where we hoped to arrive ' 
about 2 o'clock in the morning. We , 
kept marching all night, but never got | 
there.

"It was broad daylight when we were 


at the foot of some high, inaccessible 
rocks when the guide we had turned 
to the general and, pointing to the top 
of the rocks, said, 'There is your posi- 
tion, and there is your enemy,' and Im- j 
mediately started to gallop off, but be- 
fore he bad gone two yards General 
Gatecre shot him twice through the 
body, saying, 'Man, you have done me, 
but you are the first to go.'

For several weeks a wolf scare has 


been iu full force iu the neighborhood. 
of Red Bud, Ills. It culminated the 
other afternoon in a desperate fight 
between a hunter and a wolf and the 
killing of the wolf. There are believed 
to be three or four more of them, how- 
ever. The wolves were first seen iu 
the vicinity of Waterloo. There were 
five full grown mountain wolves In the 
pack then. They were seen by. umny 
farmers, but they were so fleet of foot 
that nobody could get near enough to 
take a shot at them. They ranged 
through the woods and at Bight ciuue 
near the farmhouses and killed sheep 
and poultry. Their depredations be- 
came so great that the authorities of 
Monroe county offered a reward of $10 
for every wolfskin brought In, says 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. A farm- 
er near Waterloo lay In wait for the 
pack and brought down one of them. 
The rest took the hint and disappear- 
ed from those parts. For several weeks 
they were not seen. A few weeks ago 
they appeared in the Okaw bottoms 
near Red Bud. Only one was seen at 
a time around there, though. The first 
one was seen by Magistrate Daniel 
Fullmer, who lives northwest of New 
Athens. He was driving home when 
one of the animals ran across the road 
in front of him and made for the 
woods. A few days ago the wolves 
disappeared from around New Athens, 
and then they were seen in Monroe 
county in the vicinity of Saxtown, 
which is a rural community, near 
Millstadt. 


The othef afternoon Jacob Bckert, a 


brother of John Eckert of Belleville, 
was hunting in the woods near Sax- 
town when he saw an animal some 
distance away 
in the 
underbrush 


which looked at a distance like a dog. 
He heard the wolf stories and crept 
around the side of a hill until he was 
near enough to see that the animal was 
certainly not a dog, whatever else it 
might be. Getting up as close as he 
could without being discovered by the 
animal, he arose about 50 yards from 
it, took careful aim and fired. The 
wolf leaped into the air and howled, 
showing that it had been wounded, 
but instead of dying or running away 
it bounded, with distended jaws and 
glaring eyes, in the direction of Eckert. 
He did not have time to reload his 
rifle. He clubbed the weapon, and as 
the wolf came within reach he swung 
It at the animal's head. 


The wolf was wary, though. 
It 


crouched back out of the sweep of the 
gun, 
and before Eckert could raise it 


for another blow the animal leaped up- 
on him and tried to sink Its teeth in his 
throat. He still held his gun in both 
hands and was able to use it in ward- 
ing off the ferocious attacks of the 
animal to the extent of keeping it from 
his throat. He wore heavy clothing, 
through which the claws and teeth of , 
the wolf could scarcely penetrate. The 
struggle lasted several minutes, Eck- 
ert's hands and face were lacerated 
by the claws of the animal, but es- 
caped its teeth. He finally succeeded 
in throwing the animal off of him and 
before it could spring on him again 
struck it a blow OH the head with the 
butt of his gun, which stunned it. 
Quickly slipping a bullet in his rifle 
he shot the animal through the head 
and ended the fight Mr. Eckert took 
the hide of the animal to Waterloo and 
was given the prize of $10 without 
question. 
Encouraged 
by Eckert's 


success, the farmers of the vicinity 
organized a wolf hunt and are now 
scouring the woods for the other three 
wolves which are believed to be in the 
woods.

1 owner, who was brought up In South 


Africa, gun iu hand, ami who fought 
side by side with the Boers In the Ba- 
suto war ami \v:xs for long the inti- 
mate associate of the Boer leaders, bus 
been commenting on the war as con- 
ducted up to date. lie praises warmly 
the bravery displayed by the British 
troops in their charges against in- 


' trenched Boor positions, a bravery 


which, he says, can best be realized by 
those who know what kind of man the 
Boer is. 


"The war," he says, "has demon- 


strated that tho man with the gun, 
provided ho knows how properly to 
handle it, is the force that rules the 
world. 
No bravery, however great, 


can overcome him. England has not 
yet realized, and your generals refuse 
to understand, what a man armed as 
the Boer is armed and trained as he is 
trained can do against the bravest 
men who try to storm his position. 
Remember that the Boer is taught 
from boyhood to hit his liviug mark, 
and to hit it in the right snot. When I 
was a small boy, a shotgun was pnt in 
my hands, and I was encouraged to 
tire at birds. When I got a little older, 
I hnd my double barreled hunting 
piece, and as parties of us went out the 
elders would show me just where to 
fire so as to pierce the game behind 
the shoulders-when running at full 
speed. This is the training the Boers 
have had, and ouc man, taught in this 
way, can successfully resist a hundred 
men who try to rout him from an in- 
trenched position. On the other hand, 
200 men who are poor shots can be driv- 
en from their position by 25 determin- 
ed opponents." 


As au example of what Boers can 


do in the way of holding a strong po- 
sition by dint of courage and marks- 
manship, Mr. Robinson gives an 'ex- 
perience of his own in the Basuto war, 
writes the New York Sun's London 
correspondent. Potgieter was out with 
a scouting party of 30 men and found 
himself between two large parties of 
Kaffirs. 
Four of the little commando 


tried to get away, trusting to their 
well bred horses, but only one got 
through, and he could not make his 
way to the laager to give warning. 
Potgieter and the remaining 2G men 
galloped for a small ridge, and, get- 
ting therp in time, at once started 
throwing np stones in a semicircle to 
form a rampart of defense. Mr. Rob- 
inson goes on: 


"They had only raised the rampart 


two feet high when tbe Kaffirs were 
on them. Potgieter quickly issued his 
orders. The men had dismounted, 
and two held the horses behind tbe 
ridge. 
'No one is to fire until after 


me,' the leader said. 'I will bring 
down the chiefs, so many of you are 
to fire at the horses, and the remain- 
der are to shoot down the dismounted 
men when they get on their feet.' All 
the Kaffirs were mounted, ai.d they. 
rode up to the little band in apparent- 
ly irresistible numbers, the chiefs, gay 
with their war plumes and heavy with 
Kaffir beer, at their head. 
The first 


body that had been sighted consisted 
of between 400 or 500 men, and a sec- 
ond strong force was later discovered in 
the rear. Potgieter let them approach 
to within 75 yards and then fired. 
Down fell chief after chief. The rifles 
of his men rang out, and all the horses 
of the leading men stumbled, shot 
through the breasts. The fire was so 
resistless that the charging party edged 
off to the right and the left and made 
a circle in retreat. Again the Kaffirs 
came on. They were armed with rifles, 
and a number of them kept up a rifle 
fire at the sides while the mounted 
forces again charged forward. 
But 


the result was only the same as before. 
They would draw off, their chiefs ex- 
horting them by the valor of all their 
forefathers, by tbe great deeds of Mo- 
sheshe, not to allow so puny a band 
to defy them. As the hours passed 
there came a rampart of dead Kaffirs 
and Kaffir horses all around tbe Boers. 
Once the charging party got so close 
that when the horses were shot two 
of them plunged right over the kraal 
Into the Boer horses behind before 
they fell dead, nearly causing a stam- 
pede among the horses of the scouting 
party.- 


"The fight started at S o'clock in the 


morning. 
H? 'i o'clock five or six of 


the Boers were so exhausted they de- 
clared they could do EO more. 
Their 


mouths were parched, their tongues 
were swollen with Intolerable thirst, 
itheir arms ached so that, they could 
[hardly move them, anil they were stiff 
in every limb. They said, 'We cannot 
fight any longer.' But he (Potgieter) 
laughed at them. 'Put two pebbles in 
your mouths," he said. 'That will less- 
en your thirst. If you cnnnot fire any 
more, let me hnve your guus.

A Traveler'* InterestlnR Experience 


•VVitli an Afrikander Fnmily—Their 
Fine rhynlune—Nature of the Land 
and It* Prodactn—Strange Family 
Residence—A Ctirlou* Sonlal Aaonx- 
uly. 
The way in which the writer comes 


to know anything of the Boer and his 
country frcui a personal point of view 
may be stated in a f«w words. Al- 
most a-quarter of a century ago he 
sailed from Southampton, England, for 
a year and a half of travel. The first 
intention was to visit India. To do 
that about the quickest way was to go 
to Cape Town aud there take a steamer 
to Calcutta. His connection was miss- 
ed by about 12 hours. There was no 
possible way to leave Cape Town for 
India under 10 or 12 days. So it was 
a good opportunity to see something of 
the interior of South Africa. 
Armed 


with two letters to prominent Boer 
gentlemen (one was to the "field cor- 
uet," or local commander of the militia 
of his district), the scribe went by rail 
to De Anr, thence by a stage line- 
operated by three smart Americans— 
nearly to what is now Kimberley, or 
about 700 miles into the interior of 
South Africa. 


The( country is more nearly like what 


was once called in our geographies the 
Great American desert than any region 
of the United States. The Transvaal 
proper is about ns large in area as Tex- 
as. It is a high, dry and semlbarrcn 
country. 
The streams are fed from 


great springs (rising in the various 
mountain ranges that make up the 
Drakenbergs), and in the hot season 
both get very low. Along the rivers 
there is a fine belt of alluvial land 
from a mile to a mile and a half in ex- 
tent. There is no better land on the 
globe than this. But the high lands— 
the veldt—are like the sagebrush coun- 
try of tbe west. In a few instances, 
where high land .has been irrigated 
well, it has astonished the country. 


In the rainy season, late in our fall, 


the grass springs up and grows with 
wonderful luxuriance. Three days aft- 
er the rains begin you would never 
know the country. It becomes a love- 
ly, tender green, covered with some- 
thing like our western "buffalo grass," 
li{. inches high. After the rains ev- 
erything grows with marvelous rapidi- 
ty. The three months of almost daily 


, rain has wetted the earth thoroughly. 
Speaking of the river bottoms, the 
writer was assured that 60 bushels of 
wheat (a grain very like the Red Med- 
iterranean, grown all through Mary- 
land and Virginia) per acre was not 
deemed remarkable. Indian corn, call- 
ed "mealies" by the Boers, grows well 
and is a staple crop. 
With the cli- 


mate about like that from southern 
Kansas to the Arizona border cotton 
should do well in South Africa. But 
it doesn't It has been tried. It runs 
to "weed," grows 15 or 10 feet high 
and produces an Immense treelike 
plant and but very,little cotton, and 
the bolls fall off in dry seasons. So it 
doesn't pay. 
j 


The experience with the Boer was 


interesting. While in the interior the 
writer staid at a house occupied by 
ten people—the father and mother and 
eight children, five sons and three 
daughters. 
There is no race in the 


world that is as talmas the South Afri- 
can Dutchman. 
The father of this 


household must have been 6 feet 2, 
and his sons were all G feet, and the 
youngest, not yet finished growing, 
promised to be more than that. The 
g'.rls were fine, large women, of superb 
figure, who could ride like amazons 
and shoot qjjite as fast and straight as 
their brotherrs. For the reason that 
their guest knew no Dutch, except to 
ask for something to eat and to make 
his way in traveling, and the girls had , 
no English, the conversation between : 
them and their visitor was necessarily , 
restricted.

2 eldest born, "Grost Piet" (Big Peter), 
spoke English pretty well, and if you 
talked slowly they could understand ' 
ttbout all that was said to them. They ' 
ire generally a very silent race.

work upon a book of tactics somewhat 
similar to that used in the south dur- 
ing several of our giant smallpox epi- 
demics, but much more aggressive. 


As each town, either in the Philip- 


pines or in Hawaii, is suspected of har- 
boring £ dangerous number of plague 
victims, it will be immediately sur- 
rounded by veritable lines of picket 
guards, on sea as well as land, when 
necessary. All persons will be confined 
within this area. None but the med- 
ical officers and their brave assistants 
will be allowed to make entrance or 
exit. The locality will then be divided 
into sections, each under a medical ex- 
pert, and a house to house investiga- 
tion will be made. Suspected victims 
will then be removed in ambulances to 
a hospital, their houses cleansed with 
antiseptic solutions and tbe remainder 
of the population removed to what will' 
be known as a "probation camp," a 
cleared space in the vicinity. 


A model camp has been devised for 


this purpose, and plans and instruc- 
tions for its rapid construction will be 
put in the hands of all officials. It con- 
sists of a wide, central rectangle, sur- 
rounded on three sides by as many 
separate camps of small tents, or, 
when convenient, small cabins of 
boards. On the fourth side there are 
dining 
rooms, 
kitchens, 
laundries, 


storehouses and offices. A guardhouse 
for those who attempt to escape or 
otherwise misbehave is erected in one 
corner. 
In each camp of this kind 


strict military discipline will be ob- 
served. 
Bugle calls will announce 


hours for meals, rising and retiring. 
The sanitation of the camp will be in- 
sured by rigid rules, applying to each 
Individual. A hospital reservation will 
be provided a little to one side, and 
here each of those* on probation who 
fall victims to the plague will be car- 
ried for confinement or treatment. 
All probationers must remain within 
the picket lines of the camp until the 
medical officials are reasonably sure 
that the plague bacilli shall have failed 
to develop any disease in their bodies. 
Should the infected locality be ad- 
jacent to tbe shore, revenue cutters or 
other small craft will patrol and guard 
all water approaches.

form will board trains go;ug in or out ' 
and demand from each passenger a 
certificate defining his movements dur- , 
ing tue week or more previous.

under 16 and of men over 60 who are 
bearing arms, and this" number will be 
increased by about 5,000. To these 
must be added the foreign legions—the 
Irish, Germans, Scandinavians, Ameri- 
cans and even men of Scotch and Eng- 
lish origin who are serving under the 
flag of the Dutch states—and you. will 
have not less than 5,000 more. To 
those must still be added the acces- 
sions from the Boers of Cape Colony, 
Natal and Beclruanaland, probably not 
less than 15,000 men, and you have an 
aggregate of 80,000 men, a formidable 
army. 


Second, except in the matter of drill 


and discipline they were well prepared 
for the war, well supplied with small 
arms of the best patterns, with an ade- 
quate supply of the best modern 
breechloading cannon and quick fire 
and machine guns and an abundance 
of unexcelled ammunition. No nation 
ever went to war better prepared. The 
United States at the beginning of the 
Spanish war could not compare with 
tliem. The English have not shown 
themselves their equals in the range 
and excellence of artillery. The drill 
and discipline which they lacked at the 
beginning they have rapidly acquired 
since the opening of the campaign. 
They unquestionably- have some expert 
European officers among them and cer- 
tainly some former officers of the Unit- 
ed States army. 


Third, the Boers are fighting, if not 


on their own soil, at least on their own 
frontiers; their base of supplies is right 
at their backs, rtnd they have the un- 
disputed and unobstructed possession 
of the whole railway systems of the 
Transvaal and the Orange Free State 
to bring forward supplies and re-en- 
forcements of men. 


They have also the inside lines. By 


means of the railroads they can rapidly 
transfer troops, from Ladysmith to 
Elandsfontein Junction, near Johannes- 
burg, and thence down the Orange 
Free State to Bloemfontein or to the 
Orange river at Norval's pont or Beth- 
ulie, while the British could only make 
such a transfer by withdrawal to Dur- 
ban and a sea voyage of about 300 
miles to East London and thence for- 
ward to Molteno. 


The Boers excel the British in mo- 


bility more than in any other respect 
Every Doer has his hardy African po- 
ny, thoroughly hardened and mostly 
immune to the distempers which are 
liable to carry off the English or Amer- 
ican horses that may be shipped In. 
The men are centaurs, habituated to 
the saddle and capable of most ardu- 
ous marches.

TAXATION OF COLLEGES. 


The recent decision of the supreme 


iourt of Massachusetts In the "college 
taxation cases of Harvard university 
and PhtlHps-Andover academy, which 
•was favorable for the institutions of 
learning-, has caused a great deal of in- 
terest and alarm in the college towns 
in the state, inasmuch as the decision 
M asd itvctly reverse to the one in which 
1\ illiams and Amherst were concerned, 
end therefore practically an annulment 
of it, though many lawyers and men 
versed in the question will not admit 
it. There are some different phases to 
the two but in the main they are al- 
most identical. Immediately after the 
decision of the court the attorney for 
Williams college, Mr. \Vilcox of Pitts- 
f.eld. 
presented himself 
before 
the 


board of assessors of \Villiamstown and 
a&kod for an abatement of the taxes 
assessed on the property this year. The 
tr._\es already paid by the college wore 
paid under protest, and it is probable 
that it will be asked that they be re- 
fuv.ded. 


The decision of the supreme court 


has aroused the to\vns in the state in 
which colleges are located to further 
action towards forcing the paying of 
taxes on college property, and 
the 


towns have banded tog-ether to make 
tt united fight. These towns, cities or 
municipalities, as the case happens to 
be, have appointed a joint committee, 
at which Clarence M. Smith of Wil- 
liamstown is clerk. This committee has 
drasm up a bill, which has been pre- 
sented to the legislature, for the pur- 
pose of lightening- the burdens imposed 
upon the places in which colleges are 
located by reason of tempting- them 
from taxation, anci still not forcing the 
college to bear the lax. The propo- 
sition in the bill is to have the state 
reimburse the town for the amount 
•which would necessarily have to be 
paid by the college if it was a private 
corporation or individual doing busi- 
ness, with the exception, of course, of 
that property of the college which is 
generally admitted to be free from 
taxation by laws already enacted 


DIED IN NORTHAMPTON. 


C. G. Sanford recently received word 


nf the death of Joseph Vinson who was 
at one time a resident of this town, 
and who has for several years been a 
town charge. Mr. Vinson. left this town 
several years ago and went to the sol- 
dier's home and was later sent to the 
Northampton insane asylum. Later he 
was taken 'to the Medfield hospital, 
where he died. Mr. Vinson was at one 
time very well known in this town. Mr. 
Sanford stated Monday that Mr. Vin- 
son was the sixth person to die as town 
charges since the 27th of last May, and 
that there are now seven from this 
town still living in the Northampton 
Insane asylum.

PLENTY OF SOLDIERS, 


England Hns Still Several Hundred 


Thousand Men to Spare. 


Over a month ago the British war 


office issued an order calling out the 
remainder of the army reserve, there- 
by placing some 70,000 men at the dis- 
posal of the authorities. The army re- 
serve man is not a wornout soldier, 
but a comparatively young ma.n -be- 
tween 23 and 35 years of age—who lias 
seen several years' service in the regu- 
lar army and under the short service 
system has passed out into the reserve 
while still young, with his health un- 
impaired, in rjfcj vigor of manhood and 
with a soldier's training in marching 
and shooting. 


Of these 70,000 men nearly 50,000 be- 


long to the infantry arm of the serv- 
ice, 
nearly 11,000 are attached to the 


Royal artillery, a force badly needed 
at the seat of war; 6,000 are cavalry of 
the line, over 5,000 belong to the foot 
guards and 3,000 to the Royal engi- 
neers. A portion of this force has al- 
ready sailed for the Cape, where they 
have been used to stiffen the backs of 
the battalions ordered to the fighting 
line. 


With the departure of this army re- 


serve force to South Africa the limit 
of the 
regularly enrolled available 


strength of the English army may be 
said to have been reached, and from 
now on the British government will 
have to look to the militia, yeomanry 
and volunteers for further re-enforce- 
ments of the army at the scat of war, 
says the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
So thoroughly does the war office ap- 
preciate this fact that 24 battalions of 
the militia have already been em- 
bodied, 12 of which will be sent to 
South Africa at once, while the re- 
maining 12 will have a chance to gain 
the necessary proilciency in drill and 
musketry work by garrison duty. The 
effective strength of the militia is 98,- 
000 men. Of these 14,743 are artillery- 
men and 1,804 engineers, so that the 
war office can depend on getting at 
least 10,000 men of the two scientific 
branches. 


The nationality of this enrolled force 


is made, up of 02,000 Englishmen, 24,- 
000 Irishmen and 12,000 Scotchmen. 
Less than 15,000 are over 35 years of 
age, and aboijt the same number range 
between 30 and 35, while the re- 
mainder, nearly 70,000 men, are un- 
der 30 years of age. 
Their vocations 


in ordinary life show that 32,000 are 
agricultural laborers, 20,000 are me- 
chanics, nearly 13.QOO are miners, 10,- 
000 arc- artisans and 35,000 are fisher- 
men. As to religion, half belong to the 
Church of Beginnd, 40,000 are Roman 
Catholics, anil a small minority be- 
long to what the military man knows 
as "fancy 
relimins." 
Th«> 
efficient 


strength of the-^yeomanry is 11,000 
men, 
90 per cent of which are Eng- 


lish and in per cent Scotch. 


The volunteer force has a total en- 


rollment of 230,000. Of these 175,000 
are engineers, and the remainder is 
made up of light horse and the medi- 
cal staff corps. So far the English au- 
thorities have only issued orders for 
the embodiment of 7,000 volunteers as 
a foreign service corps, and that num- 
ber was reached at 24 hours' notice. 
The regiment raised by the city of 
London and known as the "Lord May- 
or's Own" is an individual force and 
not included in the 7,000 called for by 
the government.

general has a blue mark as big as a 
saucer on his chest." 


Private Seeker of the Sixtieth King's 


Royal rifles, wlio has been invalided 
borne from Ladysmith and has five 
near relatives serving in South Africa, 
writes as follows, says the New York 
Post: 


"Only the State artillery and Kru- 


ger's bodyguard arc in uniform, the 
rest being dressed like workingmen. 
They always fight with their coats off 
and sleeves rolled up above the arm. 
A novel form of fortification was the 
filling of soldiers' kits with sand. The 
Boer shells are very good, but the fuses 
bad. 
At Lombard's kop some of the 


enemy's own shells were fired back and 
behaved splendidly."

Colonel Bryan stopped to wel- 
come him, and Mr. Paine was heartily 
cheered. 


Col. Bryan's Speech 


Mr. Bryan in view of the cries of "sit 


down" by those in rear of the hall"said: 
If any of you arestanding on chairs, it 
will be necessary for you, I think, to 
sit down because thosewho are behind 
you will complain." If it was as easy 
to see through a person as it is to see 
through a republican argument, It 
would not matter how many were in 
front of you. 


I am glad to have a chance to talk to 


you; 
I am glad so many of you are 


willing to come out and hear public, 
questions discussed from our stand- 
point. 


If I am correctly informed, this com- 


munity is not overwhelmingly demo- 
cratic. But there Is no reason why it 
should not be, and I would rather talk 
in a republican community than in a 
democratic community because when I 
talk to democrats there is not any pos- 
sibility of improving their political con- 
dition, so that I run the risk of doing 
them harm. But when I talk to re- 
publicans I feel that I cannot possibly 
hurt them and I may do them some 
good. 


I always assume that when a man 


comes to a meeting where he knows I 
am going to speak that he comes be- 
cause he is willing to hear, willing to 
be convinced. I suppose that every one 
thinks he is open to conviction al- 
though I have known some to be like 
the old Scotch woman who said she 
was open to conviction "But I should 
like to see the man that could con- 
vince me." I am afraid that some re- 
publicans 
will 
brace 
themselves 


against the arguments and say in ad- 
vance that they do not expect to be- 
lieve anything they hear. Now I am 
going to surprise you. I am going to 
start with the proposition that you 
have to admit and there is no use of 
reasoning unless you can start with an 
accepted proposition; and when you 
can find a proposition which will be 
accepted by all, then you take that 
proposition and apply it to the ques- 
tions which are before the country. I 
want therefore to start wi - ' - iropo- 
sition which Ibelieve you 
,„ nccept, 


no matter to what party j^a belong. I 
find it in the declaration of independ- 
ence. You will pardon me if I refer 
with approval to that ancient rlo-ir.Yicnt 
•which for so many years was admired 
In this country, which is Just now under 
a cloud but which I hope will be more 
popular a year from now than it is at 
present. 


The proposition wUh. which I start 


is the proposition mosit fundamental In 
a government like this—that all men 
are created equal. That is stated to be 
a self evident truth, by our forefa- 
thers—a truth tha.t needs no proof, a 
truth that is accepted merely upon the 
statement of it. .We start with that. 
If that proposition is false, my philo- 
sophy is vain. If that proposition is 
right .and correct then I think you 
ought to apply it to every question, and 
T beleve that If applied to every ques- 
tion it will solve every question aright. 
When I say that all men are created 
equal I do not mean that they are 
all equal in mental ability; I do not 
mean that they are all equal or can 
be equal in his world's goods. What 
I mean to say Is thlft and what is 
meant by all who preach this doctrine 
la that whenever the citizen comes into 
contact with the government, that 
whenever the gowmm<?ht tpuches the 
system there all must stand equal be- 
fore the law; tha.t the law must know 
neither high nor low, rich noil- ixocr, 
great nor small. In other words that 
that doctrine that bll men are created 
equal can be crystnllzed Into the max- 
im of Thomas Jeffereson: 
"Rqua.l 


rights to all and special privileges to 
no one." 


that I am not willing to drop at once 
if convinced that that policy violates 
the doctrine that all men are created 
equal. 


I want to ask you republicans: Are 


you willing to drop any policy that you 
have advocated if'T c&avlnce you that 
it violates the doctrine that all men are 
created equal? If you are not willing 
to drop any policy you have which 
violates that doctrine, then you do not 
really believe in, that doctrine, be- 
cause the man who believes in that 
fundamental truth will not violate it 
for any reason or under any conditions. 
I want to affirm that the republican 
patry Is not applying that principle to 
Us policies, that instead of acting upon 
the theary that all men are created 
equal and are entitled to equal consid- 
eration at the hands of the govern- 
ment I want to assert and I think that 
I can prove to you that the Republican 
party is putting the dollar above the 
man and is taking care of aggregated 
wealth rather than of tne common peo- 
ple. Now, you _may think that that is 
an extreme statement, but I want to 
assure you in the beginning that your 
estimate of me has been a false one. 
You have thought me radical. I am 
conservative—so 
conservative 
that 


Whenever I want to say a rea,l harsh 
thing I always quote what some re- 
publican has said. 


You have been told that you could 


safely trust the affairs of government 
to the capitalistic class. I want to 
make a sweeping assrtion—that in all 
the history of the human race the cap- 
italistic class never conceived of or 
carried out a reform for the benefit of 
the people. You think that that ^ 
sweeping, don't you? I state it without 
reservation, that in all the history of 
the human race the capitalistic class 
never conceived of or carried out a re- 
form. 
Do not misunderstand me. I 


do not man to say that no capitalist 
was ever a reformer, but I say that 
capitalistic classes have never been 
looked to, are not looked to today, and 
never will be looked to for the reforms 
which society needs. Why, the Bible 
tells us that Christ went into the tem- 
ple and drove out the money changers 
because they had made his house a 
den of thieves, and yet there are people 
today who believe that the money 
changers are the only people who have 
sense and patriotism enough to run 
this country. 


At this point the speaker ceased 


speaking, owing to the entry upon the 
platform of Mr. Robert Treat Paine Jr., 
whose appearance was warmly ap- 
plauded. 


Resuming, Mr. Bryan said I am glad 


to be interrupted. I want t 
who are standing on chairs, If they will 
please step down. I want to ask the 
Christians here to read the parable of 
the sower, that Bible parable taken by 
the njaster from the life of the farmer. 
The sower went forth to sow, he tells 
us; somq of the seeds fell by the way- 
side where the thorns sprang up and 
choked it, and then he explained what 
he meant by the parable and he said 
all that bears on the parable where 
the cares of thisworld and the deceit- 
fulness of the richness chn'.'fd 
the 


truth. Now, republicans, fight it out 
with the Nazarene. You tp'.l me that 
you can trust the capitalistic class to 
govern society in the Interest of the 
man. You cannot do it. The cares 
of this world, 
the 
deceitfulness of 


riches choke the truth. There have 
been in all times men who rise superior 
to their environment. Thomas Jeffer- 
8.on, the founder of the 
democratic 


party was born an aristocrat. He be- 
came the greatest democrat. He was 
one of the 
landed arlstocrac. He 


was .rich for his time and yet he cast 
In his lot with the poor. But what was 
the penalty he was called a dema- 
gogue and denounced in the whole his- 
tory of our country, but his heart was 
broad enough, was big enough to take 
in all mankind and he made himself 
the greatest constructive statesman 
tlie world has ever seen, and from that 
day to this there has been striking in- , 
i Stances of mem of social standing, men J 


! ot wealth, men of learning, whose 
j heartn were not hardened to the suffer- 


ing of the people. But as a rule you 
have got to rely upon the men who 
suffer to correct abuses and not upon 
the men who prolit by them, and from 
the beginning of history every man 
v;ho was assailed and abused has been 
denounced as an anarchist. Every man 
who has tried to strike off frum gov- 
ernment the abuses engrafted upon it 
b£ greed has been, assailed as a dis- 
turber of the peace. The men who 
profit by unjust laws hide behind the 
government and attempt to make it ap • 
pear that the man who strikes at their 
unjust laws Is striking at government 
itself. 


But this excuse does not last long. 


The people study and see that those 
\\ho want reforms are not seeking to 
overthrow government, but to purify 
government. 


Who is the patriot—the man who gets 


a law passed for private gain and then 
abuses every man who calls attention 
to it? Is that a patriot. Oh, no, my 
friends, that is an easy kind of patriot- 
ism, that is a very easy kind of patriot- 
ism. 
Who ia the patriot? He is the 


man who in the first place tries to 
prevent the passage of any law which 
gives to one man an advantage: over 
the other, and who tries to prase from 
the statute books every law now on the 
statute booksi, the aim and purpose of 
-uhich is to give to the few an advan- 
tage over the many. Who is the pa- 
triot? The man who wants all evil 
to flourish? The man who profits by 
abuses insists that they remain? No, 
he is a patriot who makes governments 
so good that every citizen would die 
to perpetuate that government to his 
children. 


Mr. Bryan then explained one of the 


issues that were discussed in 1S96 and 
gave a summary of republican legisla- 
tion since that time. Mr. Bryan said: 
,Now seme of you have spent a good 
d-:al of time telling about the platform 
being dead, especially the 16 to 1 part 
of it. Your papers have shouted it 
was dead; your orators have shouted 
it was dead, but somehow it does niot 
die. 
Now, 'how long does it take you to 


learn that you cannot kill a, thing- by 
making fun of it, or abusing it? How 
long does it take you to learn that 
there is something in that demand for 
bimetalism that is so vital and so 
strong you cannot destroy it by merely 
abusng it. When I read these papers 
reiterating that the silver question is 
bad I am reminded of an insane man in 
New York who was ini the yard of the 
asylum. He would walk up and down 
and declare aloud that the row of 
buildings just across the river belonged 
to him. He would say: "They belong 
to IRS, they belong to me," and finally 
a man said to him, Why do you keep 
saying that all the time, and he said 
| in reply: "I am trying to create a 


public sentiment in that Cirection." 
Now these papers keep saying- the sil- 
ver question is dead. Well, my friends, 
tlfey have buried it so often that a 
little thing like a funeral does not 
bother us now as it used to. My op- 
ponent in 1S92 said that we would 
never hear of the silver question after 
that election, but it was up in 1893, and 
had to be buried again. It was up in 
1S94 with the Sherman act and had to 
be buried, and then it was up in 1S95 
and up again and even the republicans 
remember that it was up in 1896. It 
has^ been buried a great many times 
but it has been up each year unto this. 
Last summer I went to California and 
as 1 was crossing the Sierra Nevadas 
1 stopped a,t Lake Tahoe, the most 
beautiful lake I ever saw. There it is 
six thousand feet above the level of the 
sea and its contents come from the 
melted snows coming down from" the 
mountain peaks above. A beautiful, 
beautiful lake. It is very deep and the 
water is very cold, and it is said that 
the water is so light that whenever 
anything sinks in there it never rises 
again, and I have wondered why the 
republican party did not bury the silver 
question in Lake Tahoe so it would not 
rise again. 


A man living on the same street with 


me in Lincoln asked me if I really be- 
lieved in free silver. I said yes, sir. 
And he said "Don't you know—and 
there was wisdom in his manner—that 
if we had the free coinage of silver we 
would soon have more wildcat money 
in circulation than we had before the 
war." How do you make that out? If 
every man had a mint of his own and 
coined only silver how could you tell 
whether the money would be good or 
not. He thought the free coinage of 
silver meant that every man had his 
own mint. 
., 


Mr. Bryan told several of his humor- 


ous 
stories, illustrating wittily 'a 


great many points of the silver argu- 
ments. 


He then passed to the monopoly in 


money and. to a consSderationi of a 
question of imperialism, and aroused 
an intense degree of enthusiasm in 
scoring points through the stqries al- 
ready printed. 


In tpeak'ng of trusts, he said, turn- 


ing to the words of the bag republican 
to whom all the little ones turn for 
their daily opinion, his argument has 
been, first, there are no trusts, second, 
trusts are a good thing and a neces- 
sary evolution, third, if the trusts are 
Vad we'll take care of them. Thev 
must first pay their debts to the bank- 
ets by fixing the money question In 
their favor I believe that the trusts 
can be regulated. First, squeeze the 
water out.oj! the stocks, then license 
corporations.under conditions that will 
prevent monopoly, then invoke the pro- 
tection of publicity, and then revoke 
these licenses, if the terms are violated. 
The people are getting ready to express 
themselvs on, this question. 


Turning to Imperialism, he said, Im- 


perialism meant militarism. Our army 
has already increased fourtrtd, for it 
takes a big army to keep the natives 
from making faces at us while they 
are swallowing our benevolent assimi- 
lation. 


Expansion cioes not describe the Is- 


sue. 
Expansion is but a growth in size. 


Imperialism means the change from a 
republic to an empire. There are three 
lines of defense for imperialism. First, 
there's money In it, second, God is In 
it, third, we're in it and we can't get 
out. 
Mr. Bryan then took up'each line 


of thought, and denounced in bitter 
terms thost who tried to say thera 
was money In it. How do we know 
how much It will cost? Who can set a 
value on, the life of an American citi- 
zen in terms of trade. T dare you to do 
it. I warn you that If you start in on 
this career, we shall have to keep the 
natives from becoming educated, lest 
they read oui* deolartlon of indeiien- 
dence and write one of their own. 


He rebuked in scathing terms those 


who shouldered the responsibility onto 
the Lord. How do they know it Is 
God's wc^k? When God has something 
to say to us he will choose some other 
mouthpiece than Mark Hanna. And to 
call it destiny Is to lose "faith in our- 
selves. We make our own destiny, and 
can we say of ourselves, as wo Bay of 


the man who became a thief by waking 
up near enough a chicken coop to steal 
a chicken, that It was destiny. 


In concluding he said: If you have 


thought of carrying this nation downto 
the low level of other nations, let me 
suggest to you a higher ideal. Let 
this nation be true to its principles. 
Let this nation stand erect. Let it an- 
nounce to the world that the declara- 
tion of independence still lives and that 
there is a difference between a mon- 
archy and a republic.

minutes of 6 last evening till he left 
the banquet at the "Wilson house short- 
ly before midnight to secure a little 
rrueh needed rest before invading the 
stat« of Connecticut today. It is cer- 
tain that Odd Fellows' hall never held 
a larger crowd than that which heard 
Bryan speak for two hours, because it 
is certain that no larger crowd could 
by 
any 
possibility 
squeeze itself 


into the hall. Col.Bryan was "the mag- 
net which attracted the 
entire city, 


and even all out-doors was hardly 
large enough for the comfortable ac- 
comodations of those who were glad 
even to catch a glimpse of the Ne- 
braskan. 


Col. Bryan was tired. He showed it 


in his manner as well as in his state- 
ment of the fact to the banqueters 
when he was rounding out one of the 
busies* days that^he has had. But his 
manner was as hearty and cordial as 
possible, and when he had gotten well 
into his speech in the hall, there was 
no sign to show that this was the sec- 
ond great reception, of the day for him, 
and that he had for weeks been doing 
little but speak ana shake hands and 
dine. 


And those who crowded and squirmed 


and pushed into the throng that filled 
the hall, were more than paid for all 
the efforts and all the continued dis- 
comfort of an overcrowded room and 
defective ventilation by the eloquence 
of his speech and the satisfaction of 
having heard at first hand the argu- 
ments which have made him one of 
the foremost figures in the country.' 


During the two solid hours that he 


spoke hardly an eye- in all the great 
audience wandered from his figure on 
the platform, and few in the audience 
appreciated the length of his speech, so 
absorbing was its delivery. 
Applause 


interrupted the sppaker at frequent 
intervals, and although the approval of 
the audience was shown as heartily as 
it could bo in this way, it was still 
more- manifest in the conversation of 
those v, ho had heard him in reviewing 
the affair afterwards. 


This was the great event of the eve- 


ning to the general public, but it was 
not the only time during the tvening 
when large numbers of people at least 
paw him. The station was crowded as 
his train puller1, in, and 
it 
took six 


policemen to whirl him through the 
crowd of Curious, cheering 
men 
and 


women. Then at the public reception 
something iike a thousand people filed 
through the hotol parlors and shook 
his hand, and last, for the few, there 
was the banquet, at which Col. Bryan 
spoke even more earnestly and direct- 
ly than at the public meeting. 


In appearance Col. Bryan added lit- 


tle to the impression given by his pic- 
tures, for he has a face whose strength 
is brought out forcefully in portraits. 
He wore the black cutaway coat, low 
rut vest, and black string tie, which 
have become in the popular mind, al- 
most a part of the national democratic 
platform. His appearance is eminent- 
ly western, and he carries with him an 
air of rugged strength, for which his 
reputation as a man 
of invincible 


physical and mental energy prepares 
one. 
In manner o£ speaking he Is a 


master of simplicity, addressing his 
audience sometimes with an Ingenu- 
ousness and. In elided-syllables that 
seem to-take the whole of the crowd 


in there was a rush to crowd as near 
as possible to him when he should step 
out. A squad of half a dozen police 
was on hand, but they could not begin 
to keep the crowd back, and as Col. 
Bryan stepped from the train he was 
quickly picked up by the crowd's sway- 
ing.and carried along toward the car- 
riages, the officers making as much 
way for him as possible. 


Col. Bryan was accompanied by C. 


T .Callahan of the state democratic 
committee, J. H. Mack,, his host in 
North Adams, several members of the 
reception committee who went to Pitts- 
field to meet him, a number of news- 
paper men, and one or more pick- 
pockets. 


By an unfortunate slip the open-top- 


ped sleighs which were ordered to meet 
the party did not show up till several 
minutes after the train had arrived, 
and it was necessary for Mr. Mack to 
secure one of the public carriages at 
the station in which to take his guest 


when it dawned on them ffiat 
Col. 


Bryan was by that time well on his 
way to Mr. Mack't home. Then there 
was a general laugh and resolve to be 
on hand early to make no mistake in 
shaking hands with the visitor.

for almost half an 
hour the crowd 


laughed and pushed and cheered anrt 
watched Bryan shake hands through 
the windows of the Wilson house op- 
posite. Then when the 
doors were 


opened there was a surging, swaying 
struggle to gain admission that ex- 
cept for its good nature would have 
been painful. 
As- it was there were 


some narrow escapes 
from 
crushing 


accidents. 


The hall was filled, and then filled 


again, and then more squeezed in, and 
finally those who could not find a. place 
to stand on the stairway were forced to 
turn away. 
The stage was crowded 


with invited guests, and the orchestra 
was almost pressed out of shape by the 
encroaching 
crow d. 
A 
number of 


women occupied the front seats, hav- 
ing been admitted through the stage 
door by ticket. The crowd was esti- 
mated at all the way from 1500 to 2200 
people. 


The band played continuously until 


the arrival of Col. Bryan and his party, 
and as he stepped on the stage there 
was a tumultuous roar of rheprs that 
lasted for a couple of minutes, which 
Col. Bryan acknowledged by a slight 
inclination of the head. 


J. H. Mack rose to introduce the 


speaker, but for a minute could not be 
heard, the shouting for Bryan having 
quickly changed to shouts to those in 
front (.o sit down.
